For instance, the 
expense of building and keeping in re 
pair county buildings, of taking care of 
paupers, of having roads worked, ol pay- 
ing the per diem of justices of the peace, 
of providing for tue compensation of 
county judges ami county attorneys, are 
all peculiarly expenses incurred and sus 
tsined for couuty purposes. There was 
no need that the legislature should he

In a cer- 
tain sense, A court is fur the purposes of 
the Slate and in another for the purposes 
ol a county. The *iate prosecutes 
crimes and misdemeanors and is proper- 
ly chargeable with all expense incident 
to the prosecutions. But the civil branch 
of the court is, as a rule, for the trial of 
causes between citizens of the same 
county ; and it may be that tire expense 
of this would be regarded BA coining 
within the purview of "county pur- 
poses.” However this may be, it seems 
more nearly certain that all |iauper 
idiots shall, in case the proposed consti 
tution is adopted, be maintained at the 
the counties respectively.

The taxa- 
ble value of their property is uot great 
compared with tlie property of the more 
favored parts of the Commonwealth. 
With some sliow ol reason, these coun- 
ties argue that tlie lunatic asylums are 
located nearer the centers of wealth aud 
that the pauper idiots aud lunatics of 
the blue grass region aud of the richer 
cities are maintained by tlie State at 
these charitable institutions ; tiiat these 
institutions are generally crowded ; that 
those who come tirsl are lirst assigned to 
hospital and ward, and that on account 
of the remoteness of the poorer couutiea 
their own unfortunates are crowded out. 
They, therefore, contend tiiat tlie State 
should psy a reasonable sum lor the 
maintenance of their afflicted people at
